"The victor of the tenth year will 


become tho owner of tho cup, and a 
fac simile of It will be handed over to 
tho aero club of the country In which 
the record was made. 


"The trials are to be made In Franco 


under tho auspices of tho Aero club of 
Franco; abroad, under the control of 
the aero club of tho country whero tho 
races are held, on condition that tho 
club Is nllltlated with the Aero club of 
France, and under the conditions 
above mentioned. 


"Special Prize—If before January 1, 


101S. a flyer, piloting his 
two-seated 


machine, occupied, makes the follow- 
Ing record, continued by the Aero club 
of France: Flying from a given place 
In the department of Seine, or that of 
Selne-et-Olse, turning around tho Arc 
do Trlomphe In Paris, then around tho 
cathedral at 
Clermont-Ferrand, and 


settle on tho summit of the Puy-do- 
Dome—a prize of 100.000 francs ($20.-

These, then, aro tho prizes for which 


Americans—or anybody else, for that 
matter—aro asked to compote.

.senator followed; but as tho Republic* 
ana had u majority In tho legislature, 
bo failed of election.

campaign of 1894 that Mr. llryan held 
two joint debates, ono at 
Lincoln, 


and tbo other in tbo Otnulia Coliseum, 
•wltii John M. Thurston. 


Out of congress Mr. Bryan gave 


moat ot hla time to tho public discus- 
Dion of national and state politics. His 
many speeches In favor of tho freo 
coinage of silver Increased his repu- 
tation until ho camo to bo recognized 
as tho leader of tho Democracy 
In 


Nebraska. 


Nominated for Presidency. 


In July, 189C, ho was a delegate 


from Nebraska to the national conven- 
tion of tho Democratic party ut Chi- 
cago. 
His fervid speech on that oc- 


casion-In 'behalf of-fr«o allvor 
took 


the delegates by storm' nnd lod to hla 
nomlnatloa for the presidency. 


Although tho platform on which ho 


stood excited much opposition from 
niuny sources. Mr. Urynn claimed that 
It represented hla convictions, and an- 
nounced his readiness to defend every 
plank. Immediately after hla nomina- 
tion ho began ono of tbo moat vigor- 
oua and memorable campaigns over 
carried on by' a candidate for tho 
presidency. 
It Is estimated that dur- 


ing his canvMsa ho traveled over 18.- 
000 miles. 


Two months before the nomination 


Mr. llryan la reported to have said, 
In an Interview which he wished not 
to be published at 
that time: 
"I 


think I shall bo tho next president 
of tho United States. 
I am confident 


that 1 shall bo nominated In Chicago, 
and If nominated 1 am sure I shall be 
elected.

WAKENED BY DEAF COMPANION 


LOST art for nearly two dec- 
ades, hand weaving, tho In- 
dustry which made Now Eng- 
land famous, lius again couio 
Into its own. To-day tho 
descendants of our pilgrim 
fathers nee turning out more 
baud-woven linen, silk and 
wool goods than any other 
section of the United States 
and are keeping up a hot 
pace 
In the race against 


other comers of tho world 
In tho Industry. 


To own n rug, a tablo cover or a curtain on 


which tho maker has expended his Ideas and per- 
sonality is n pleasure quite distinct from gazing 
at a machine-made article which can be dupli- 
cated In nny ono of a dozen stores. And tho fas- 
claatlon of fashioning things with the hands, es- 
pecially essentials of the household or articles 
that add a refining touch to a commonplace ser- 
vice, baa led many women to abandon chlnn 
painting and fancy work for tho moro active work 
of the loom. 


Though thoro aro many amateurs In Massachu- 


setts who make no attempt to market their wares 
a good many havo found weaving an attractive 
commercial proposition. Many of these havo en- 
rolled themselves in tho Arts and Crafts asso- 
ciation. 
For them, rng carpet weaving provides 


the most direct method of securing remunera- 
tion for theli work. Hugs of thin sort nro always 
In demand, and them is nmplo room for tho ex- 
ercise of taste In developing simple patterns and 
in tho variation of colors. 


Most of the rugs aro woven with a grayish back- 


ground. 
For the piazza and the summer homo 


there aro lighter patterns, soft blends which will 
absorb the sunshine or brighten up the tedium of 
a dilzzly day. For theso it is necessary to u«o 
white new rags in the warp and alternating cords 
of pink or blue. 


Tho simplicity of theso floor coverings affects 


ono with u Grange senso of relief which may bo 
Inexplicable at first. It is tho souse of contrast 
with Intricate machine-made designs which are 
often as confusing an the rattle of tho steel ten- 
tnrled machines that made them. 


Some of these rugs nro made In Itoaton. but 


must of them come from outside towns. 
Deer- 


fleld. Marblehead. Hlngham and Lynn aro regular 
stations of supply. In Central square, Cambridge, 
tlm Massachusetts commission for tho blind has 
un established factory where men weave rugs. 


In 1'JOl tho experiment of blind weavers was 


first tried. They have proved In less than four 
years that their work can rank with that done by 
anyone. 
Without prejudice, buyers nro agreed 


to this, and In many cases they Insist that the 
work Is not only as good, but superior. Of course 
tho rugs aro made under tho supervision of see- 
Inn people, who select colors and distribute tho 
materials. 


An expert supervisor with tho use of his eyes 


first teaches the mechanism to tho blind pupil, 
who memorizes everything by a numerical sys- 
tem. 
After ho has mastered all the movements, 


ho soon can acquire tho technicalities of pattern 
weaving. 


Hy "numerical system" Is meant tho numbering 


of each thread, art well us tho arrangement of tho 
materials near tho loom, so that once tho position 
is memorized no sight aid Is required to locate 
any color. From triangles and circles progress is 
mado to tho more Intricate patterns. For somo 
of theso a raised proof of tho design is hung nbovo 
the loom, 
lly touching It with tho fingers tho 


pattern IE reproduced on tho cloth. 


Tho proficiency shown by tho sightless weavers 


has eliminated tho question of their ability to 
execute tho work. Tho question remains: Whero 
shall they market their wares? 


This problem Is solving itself, for tho number 


of people who huy hand-wrought articles Is rapid- 
ly Increasing. 
When Charles F. Campbell, su- 


perintendent of tho Industrial department of tho 
Massachusetts commission for tho 
blind, was 


asked where tho department disposed of their * 
output, he turned up tho label of tho package ho 
was tying. It was addressed to Detroit. Mich. 


"We have shipped stuff to Duluth and San Fran- 


clsco," he added; "so you see the folks out west 
aren't going to be distanced In this new twist

Tho looms are much the same that grandmoth- 


er B mother know. The slzo has been somewhat 
reduced, but tho principle has not altered any. 
In fact, looms n, all countries as far back ns 
they can be traced, have the saino mechanical de- 
vices that aro ingeniously elaborated to-day in 
the high power carpet factories. 


Weaving, no doubt, originated when some prime- 


val creature plaited ills or her hair, and then 
tried crossing three strands of heavy grass ono 
over the other. From mats and baskets came tho 
Idea of Interlacing wool threads, and BO cloth was 
Invented. Weaving. In some form or other, is one 
of tho earliest signs of civilization. 


U might bo argued that weaving Is not an evi- 


dence of tho advancement of Intellectuality. Tho 
wonderful shawls which como from the far east, 
and which wo aro quite unahlo to Imitate, aro 
made by a peasant populace. And whoever has 
turned over pictures Illustrating tho manufacture 
of Turkish and Persian rugs Is as much Impressed 
by tho uncouthness of the makers as by tho sym- 
metry and Imagination of tho designs. 


Crossing the Great Divide of this continent, 


tho Nnvajo and Mojl Indians and tho Mexican 
blanket weavers to tho south, aro not lenders of 
Intellectual thought, though they have established 
blanket weaving ns an Industrial art. Tho old 
squaws are moro wrinkled than winsome. This 
isn't the fault of tho weaving, however, and thoro 
Is no gainsaying that rugs and tapestries and 
draperies and all the other products of tho loom 
Into which Individuality is woven, havo a reac- 
tionary effect on dally life. 


In Hlngham, ardent handicraftsmen not long 


ago discovered an old colonial loom lurking In tho 
recesses of a garret. It was dragged forth and 
restrung, and now It Is back at work again. 


Here, too, Swedish linen weaving is done, for 


at Hlngham tho Industrial arts flourish. Linens 
for dresses, towollng, sheeting and tablo covers 
aro woven on tho Swedish loom, 


Tho process of preparation requires almost as 


much time and skill as tho weaving Itself. 
To 


warp tho skeins of linen Is tho first stop. This 
Is done by arranging all 
tho 
threaUs In oven 


lengths on a device somewhat like a turnstile, 
which spins around, carrying them from top to 
bottom and back again. 
Thus tho threads aro 


measured off accurately, while, by means of pegs, 
they nro twisted Into a llguro eight shape, with' 
this device as many threads as 1,000 to a yard 
wldo material may be kept from tangling. 
A 


frame with teeth In It. like a big wooden comb.
